the nation rejoiced as they now mourn; and 
here has taken place for years the annual 
review of the army on Nov.*8, the imperial 


birthday. 


The funeral ceremony was according to the © 
Shinto ritual—the ancestor worshiping faith 
of his fathers Under two great toril the | 
procession passed to the great shrine erected 
for the occasion. Here on the right stood the 
ritualists, dressed in robes of century old 
pattern, while the choir on the left intoned 
the ancient maes for the dead. The Shinto 
ceremony is simple and solemn—and even 
to the western eye appropriate for such a 
people at such a time. 


Last Farewell by Family. 

The food offerings, rice, water, and salt, 
were presented before the bier, the flag bear- 
ing the posthumous name of the dead ruler 
was unfurled, and finally the immediate fam- 
ily and those highest in rank, with a branch 
of the sacred tamaguchi in their hands, made 
a last obeisance—the last farewell. 

A pathetic figure was that of the empress 
dowager. Always beloved by her people, her 
restrained but unmistakable grief in these 
last sad days brought her closer than ever to 
their hearts, for she is now but an old woman 
mourning the death of her husband, her m- 
separable companion fer more than forty- 
five years. ? 

Neuß midnight the oxen wit proceed to the 
tem ry railway station where the funeral 
train is waiting to transport the imperial re- 
mains to Kyoto, the ancient capital, where 
Mutsuhito will be buried with his fathers. 
Other special trains are prepared for those 


witnessing the last rites. 


‘Vigil by Bereft Empress. 

In a plain called Momoyama he will be 
buried, where his empress, in death as in life, 
will be near him. She will soon leave Tokyo 
and its comparative magnificence and retire 
to a place near Momoyama to spend her last 
days praying before the shrine of the dead. 
Here, over forty years ago, she became em- 
press. 

Emperor Yoehihito was in the full uniform 
of commander in chief with black crépe arm 
band and sword knot. He was attended by 
Count Togo, the grand master of ceremonies, 
and Count Watanabe, minister of the im- 
perial household, who were followed by 
court chamberlains carrying the imperial 
sword and seal. After them came Prince 
Katsura, the lord chamberlain, with Gen. 
Nakamura, the chief aide de camp. 

The empress was in a native court dress 
made of hemp cloth, her unbound, hair fall- 
ing on her shoulders. Her upper garment was 
of dark brown and her skirt of @ull orange. 
The court ladies and maids of honor as well 
as the princesses of the blood were also thus 
attired. 


“Ail Countries Represented. 

Official representatives of every country 
came to Tokio to participate in the solemni- 
ties. Among them were several princes rep- 
resentigg reigning houses and especial em- 
bassies commissioned to convey the condo- 
lences of republican presidents. 

The list included Philander C. Knox, secre- 
tary of state of the United States, who was 
accompanied by Raneford E. Miller, chief of 
the far east section of the state department 
at Washington: Rear Admiral Alfred Reyn- 
olde, United tSates navy, and Brig. Gen. John 
J. Pershing, United States army. 

Members of the regular foreign diplomatic 
body were present in their uniforms, the bril- 
liance of which wag set off by the modest 
court or evening dress worn by a few of the 
ministers from various republics. 


Maker of the New Japan. 

Since the emperor, Jimmu, 600 B. C., drove 
the aboriginal Ainu from Hondo, the main 
island of Japan, and built himself a palace 
in Yamato, there has been no emperor com- 
parable to Mutsuhito. Coming to the throne 
when but a boy, his reign was crowded with 
more stirring and epoch making events than 
that of any ruler in the world’s history. The 
overthrow of feudalism, the quieting of in- 
ternal dissenslons, two of the greatest wars 
of modern times, and ali the transformation 
of an oriental, feudal people into the mod- 
ern Japan—Mutsuhito witnessed it all. 

A great man, and especially great in the 
choice of his advisers; yet. winter and sum- 
mer alike he remained at his post of duty, 
denying himself ordinary pleasures and dis 
tractions because he believed the state need- 


ed his services. 


Fond of Writing Poetry. 

His one pleasure bas been the writing of 
verses—over 80000, it is aid strange oc- 
cupation for an emperor, it would seem to the 
western world, but to the Japanese most 
seemly and fitting for a monarch as well 
as for a peasant. Through these verses his 

sympathy and love for his people in 
their times of hardships and troubles, 
whether in their daily life or on the battle- 
field, endeared him to his subjects in a way 
that is hard to realize, a combination of 
reverence and worship, perhaps nowhere else 
possible than in euch a country, with such 
a people—and with such an emperor.

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THE REV. WILLIAM R. NEWELL 
SAYS PASTORS TORTURED HIM. 


Evangelist Replies to Oxitics with Tale 
About Being Held Captive in Desert- 
ed Hut in Forest. . 


Fellow clergymen are accused by the Rev. 
William R. Newell of having persecuted him. 
He charged in an interview vesterday that 
two ministers induced him to leave a san! 
tarium in Wisconsin and go into a forest 
where a “* confession '’ was wrung from him 
while he was broken in nerves and imagined 
things against his own conduct. 

Dr. Newell charged overrighteousness ” 
on the part of the Rev. Norman H. Camp, 
and mentioned the Rev. O. W. Temple, now 
of Pardeecvilie, Wis., to whom he con- 
fessed.”’ 

In thie fashion Dr. Newell answered his 
critics who had him ousted from the Moody 
church in 1908 and who made public the in- 
formation last week in the hope that he 
would be barred from lecturing in First Meth- 
odist church. Instead he was permitted to 
jecture and is a guest at the residence of 
James Young, 3723 Waveland court. 

“In 1904.’ he said, I broke down. I was 
in a sanitarium near Milwaukee. Two clergy- 
men with whom I had worked as brothers 
came and said they would take me to the 
country and pray the devil out of me.’ I 
was removed to a deserted hut in a forest 
and detained against my wishes and in vio- 
lation of the laws. All the food I got was 
crackers and milk and apples. 

„Once I tried to escape. They recaptured 
me, tearing part of my clothing, and started 
to tie me to a cot with stout ropes they pro- 
cured, but I protested so vehemently they de- 
sisted. 

I wa in bad enough condition at the sani- 
tarium. Under treatment in the hut where I 
was held prisoner I grew even worse. I suf- 
fered from acute melancholia and my lan- 
guage was self-deprecatory. 

„During this ‘ewful illness the so-called 
confession was wrung from me and the 
things I gaid in delirium against myself were 
used in my trial by the church. 

„My mental state can be understood when 
I tell you I even accused myseif of my broth- 
er's murder. He ig alive today and I em 
on most brotherly terms with him. 

“This was brought out at my trial. My 
own father attested it, as witness, and told 
of other breakdowns I had. It mattered 
nothing to thode who sat in judgment on me. 
It was all cut and dried before, I know, what 
was to be done with me. 

„The preachers who had been with me in 
the woods testified, and one of them said that 
when I made my so-called eonfession I was 
apparently in my right mind. Yethe wanted 
to strap me toa cot! 

* was not even allowed to plead guilty or 
not gwilty. I asked them if that were not 

‘ the usual proceeding and was told it was out 
of order for me to speak. Some friends of 
mine got up and protested and they also were 
squelehed. 

And when this mockery of a trial—this 
star chamber session—was over the records 
were rushed off to California, where they 
were gone over in an effort to find flaws in 
what I had said. 

“ Then came the verdict—unfitted for the 
Christian ministry! It wae sald the vote 
was unanimous, but it was not. The vote 
was taken when certain of my friends were 
not present. And after the trial five men 
signed @ docament they had drawn up, 
under oath, repudiating the finding of the 
committee. ‘They came to me with it. 

Do you know that two of thoge five men 
have since deen excommunicated by the 
church? They must be afraid of the other 
three, for sommp rearen.” 
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B. W. Gibson Seized as ANeged 
~ Murderer of Mrs. Rose Szabo. 


MIXED WITH FOUR DEATHS. 


Another ‘Client of the Lawyer Dreps 
Out of Sight. 


Middletown, N. V., Sept. 12.—Burton W. 
Gibeon, the New York lawyer who was ar- 
rested at his office today on a charge of mur- 
dering his client, Mrs. Rosa Menschik Szabo, 
was locked up tonight in a cell in police head- 
quarters here, to await arraignment before 
County Judge Royce tomorrow. His eelf- 
confidence and jauntiness fled with his ar- 
rival here. 

Gibson gave an outline of his defense. It 
was in substance that the boat in which Mra, 
Szabo and he were rewing on Greenwood lake 
tipped over as they were attempting to 
change seats, and that the woman wee 
drowned through no fault of his. 


Three Other Deaths. 

Besides the Szabo tragedy there has been a 
chain of curious coincidences linking Gib- 
son's name with cases of sudden death or dis- 
appearance of clients of the lawyer or of 
persons connected in one way or another with 
cases in which he was interested. 

The first of four such coincidences occurred 
when Mrs. Alice C. D. Kinnan, daughter of 
an aged woman whose property Gibson han- 
dled, was murdered at her home in the Bronx. 
The murder mystery was never solved. G- 
son was held pending an investigation, but 
was released on a habeas corpus writ and 
subsequently brought suit for false arrest. 


Two Found Drowned, 
Then a witness at the Kinnan inquest, 


Michael Shippo, was found drowned in a 
shallow creek, and George I. Malcom, a Wall 
street broker and relative.of the Kinnan 
family, who had fought Gibson for the con- 
trol of the estate, was drowned in Long 
Island sound from a steamboat. _ 

John Rice O'Neill, a British subject, whe 
hed conferred with Gibson concerning @ 
mortgage transaction after winning a 810. 
000 damage suit for the loss of a leg, dis- 
appeared following his conference with Gib- 
son. more than a year 480.

part of each holiday, when the weath-«- 
er will permit. In all of these 
changes ihe inmates have co-operated 
splendidly, and have shown their ap- 
preciation of what is being done for 
them.

But when Mrs. Sickles learned last 
week that the general, who is 86 years of age, 
was about to be sold out by the sheriff, she 


resolved to help bim. 
Just to Make Him Happy. 


In pawning her jewels and saving to the 
general his possessions in the old Sickles 
home at 23 Fifth avenue she had no other 
motive than making her husband happy, ac- 
cording to Ralph Wolf, attorney for Gen. 
Sickles. ' 

Since coming to this country in 1008. after 
the death of her Spanish mother,, Mes. 
Sickles has lived at the Brevoort house, ad- 
joining that cf Gen. Sickles, and owned 
by him, and more recently in an apartment 
hotel on West Eighth street with her son, 
George Stanton Sickles. 

At hoon today Mrs. Sickles set forth on her 
mission to relieve the:embarrassed general. 
She and her son went first to the Knicker- 
bocker Trust company. There Mrs. Sickles 
opened her safe deposit box and dropped 
into her handbag fifteen pieces of Jewelry.

„Paulsen Tells His Stary, 

I was bound over to the grand jury on a 
charge of forgery mainly because I realized 
the folly of attempting a serious defense ate 
preliminary hearing before the Municipal 
court,” he ealé. the jury, voted ‘no bill, 
probably because the man whose name I wag 
supposed to have forged wrote a letter to Mr. 
Wayman saying there was no forgery. Also 
because it was known the man who had me 
arrested followed me to jail and offered to 
‘fix’ the newspapers to suppress notoriety 
and to call the arrest off if I would give him 
a check. I refused to be so held up. 

The publicity of the case caused another 
man, named Coon, to try the same game. 
He also charged me with forgery. At the 
hearing I offered no defense, but the case 
was thrown out because the worst he could 
say was that a certain note which passed 
through my hands was not paid and that it 
must be a forgery because I refused to in- be

Fine Weather Is Chief Factor;

Higher cables and bullish news from 

abroad counteracted the effect of the big re- 
ceipts of wheat northwest in the early trade 
yesterday, and prices held steady for a time. 
Later the buying demand became slack, and 
there was a break of substantial proportions. 
Just before the close there was quite a little 
buying. of wheat by commission houses 
around 90c, and covering by local shorts, 
who had oversold, rallied the market a little. 
Final prices were %c to %@%éc lower. 
A late Argentine cable to the effect that 
locusts were threatening the crop in the 
north had some effect, but generally condi- 
tions are seid to be favorable.in that coun- 
try. Receipts northwest were 1,006 cars, 
Against 458 cars a year ago, or more than 
double, and the prospect for big arrivals for 
several months serves to check any bullish 
enthusiasm. 


Foreign Advices Are Bullish. 
Foreign conditions continue to attract at- 
tention of wheat traders, indications being 
for enormous requirements of good wheat 
abroad. However, there has been no heavy 


outside buying on the strength of the cable 


advices, and the market lacks new buying 
support on all the rallies, although there is 
good commission houses buying on the dips.

Broomhall estimates the exportable surplus of 
the United States at 96,000,000 bu, compared to 
actual shipments a year ago of 74,800,000 bu.
